TECHNOLOGY FOR TRANSPORTS GAS 


; 'Turbaatonigaz", a specialised 
factory for the production of gas 
pumping units rated at 25 mega- 
watts, has *ono Into operation 
in Leningrad. U is planned to 
produce several dozen GTN-25 
typo units a year and also Til- 
ling assemblies for delivery to 
other manufacturers of - gas 


pumping technologies. 

The building of this factory 
was called for by ihe high Tate 
of construction In the Soviet 
Union of transcontinental pipe-, 
lines for the transportation of 
natural gas Tram Western Sibe- 
ria to the European part of the 
country. 


The factory will produce two 
models of pumping units — with 
turbines worked by natural gas 
taken from the line,' and with 
electric drives. The former are 
particularly suited to the Initial 
stretches of gas pipelines lying 
In the undeveloped districts -erf 
Siberia and the Far East, The 
latter are cheaper to run in the 
European part of this country 
whera numerous electric power 


transmission lines have already 
been built, and the price of gas 
Is higher. 

In Ihe current five-year plan 
period of 19B1-1085,- five main 
gas pipelines have been. laid In 
this country with a diameter of 
1,420 millimetres.

Science knows of coses when 
as a result or natural cataclysms 
rivers suddenly change course 
or reservoirs vanish. But the 
people living at the city of Sol- 
Iletak* fust . woke up one morning 
to find a 30-metre waterless cra- 
ter instead of thali lake. It was 
discovered that .thp water— half 
a million cubic metres— had 
seepad through, a huge "hole" 
Into the underground galleries 
or a long-exhausted salt mine. 
The take owes its origin to the 
open-cast mitring or salt at the

When the salt quarry was ex- 
hausted; It was filled with flood 
water sod the miners, having 
built a pit next to it, dug deep 
into the one-kilometre salt cu- 
pola. In a few detades the lake 
water eroded' the '40-meter layer 
which separated the bottom 
from the upper chamber of the 
plL And it was into one of the 
craters, thus formed, .that, the 
lake water seeped.

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LASER STUDIES 
ATMOSPHERE 


Scientists from the Institute or 
Optics of the Atmosphere of tho 
Siberian Department of tho 
USSR Academy of Sciences have 
taught lasers to perform a new 
function: to monitor the purity 
of air In cities. 

The traditional methods for 
studying the atmosphere, says 
V. Zuyev, Director of the Insti- 
tute, are unable lo reveal lhe 
distribution of pollutants In the 
thick Inycrs oT the air. Only a 
laser can help do tills. Its beam, 
penetrating the layers of tho 
atmosphere, brings lack Infor- 
mation as In its stale. All that 
has to ho done Is to receive the 
reluming beam, which Is an 
erlio signal, and to "road" it. 
Tills Is achieved liy the kuer 
locator (lldnr), consisting ul a 
system or blocks on the basis of 
a computer. 

Wu have designed more than 
ten iiiadols of Ildars and mass 
production on a connner rial 
scale has stalled. Thu Ildars can 
ha installed In a fixed position 
or on motor Cars and planes.

This is particularly Im- 
portant in conditions of heavy 
traffic and high speeds.

To man. ahaul man, through man — Is Goncharov's guid- 
ing precept in Iho theatre. A precept which also manifests 11- 
sell In his altitude lo actors, whom he regards as all important 
—despite all Iho talk ahuul the ousel of the era ol director- 
theatre. To penetrate to the subtleties ol the life ol the human 
spirit via I he actor is the main aim of realistic psychological 
theatre, and therefore, lire main aspiration of the theatre direc- 
tor's profession. 

This also mao Hosts ILseli In choke ol repertoire, where Uie 
main criterion ol a play has been and still Is tls topicality. Us 
Importance to the modern spectator. Included In the reper-

Moscow audiences to so-called "philosophical theatre". 

Goncharov was also one of Ihe pioneers of "poll l leal dra- 
ma", raising Ihe problems of the struggle for peace and na- 
tional Liberation. 

Teaching activities occupy an Important place In Goncha- 
rov's Ufe. For several decades he has been teaching at GTT1S, 
Today his poplls are at work In many countries abroad as well 
as all over the Soviet Union.

We are happy to be back 
here again and playing before 
Moscow audiencos with their 
love and appreciation of the 
theatre, said Manfred Wek- 
wcrlh, President of the GDR 
Academy of Aria and director 
of the Berliner Ensemble thea- 
tre.

And it was left Lo U3 — we 
were mere youngsters at the 
time — lo bring his works to 
Moscow. I still remember with 
pleasure the keen discussion 
which our productions aroused. 

For Ihe present tour we have 
chosen three new productions 
of the Brecht classics, Wek- 
werth continued. Our aim la to 
Illustrate our altitude to Brecht 
and how Brecht lives on loilay. 
But our repertoire la by no 
means confined to Brecht. Tills 
great playwright and director 
created a new approach to thea- 
tre and we make use of his 
epic method in our production 
of other works, especially of 
plays by contemporary drama- 
tists.
